Convicted of Conspiracy 


Allegedly Planned to Rob

SPOKANE, Wash. (AP) — 
Seven Seattle-area men .belong- 
ing to the secret Minutemen or- 
ganization were convicted Sat- 
urday night of conspiring to rob 
four suburban Seattle banks last 
January. 

A U.S. District Court jury of 
eight men and four women re- 
turned the verdict after deliber- 
ating 34£ hours. The maximum 


ing when the secret grand jury 
indictments were made public. 

An FBI informant who infil- 
trated the group testified at the 
10-day trial the bank robberies 
were to raise nearly $100,000 for 
the Minutemen, a militant 
rightwing group organized to 
wage guerrilla war against any 
internal Communist takeover of 
the United States. 

Defense attorneys contended 
in their closing arguments no 
robberies actually were planned 
but the whole thing was a bank 


after the Communists gained 
control.
